(From our CoRRESPONDEST.)

The blowing up of the Chatham with a carge 
of probably more than 100 tons of dynamite, 
will constitate a world’s record in the history 
of dynamite explosions. The last record was 
created at Aboukir, near Alexandria, on the 
ist June of the present year, when sixteen and 
ahalt tons of dynamite were exploded by Mr. 
Harris under the orders of the Municipality. 
No one can have any conception as to what 
the force of such an explosion can he ; its 
consequences may be grave,and it is impossible 
to say where they will end. 

The 8.8, Chatham lies aboat nine miles from 
Port Said and thongh perhaps no serious 
damage will result to the town iteelf, it is safe 
to prophecy that a ‘severe shock will be felt, 
and that windows will be broken, whilst we 
should imagine that it is quite possible that 
some of the flimsily built native houses may be 
damaged. The railway line is in close proximity 
to the sunken vessel, the rails will probably 
be loosened, and traffic temporarily suspended. 
Beyond the damage which will be done to the 
canal iteelf, the most important question to be 
considered is the danger to the fresh-water 
canal from which Port Said draws the whole «f 
its water supply. The Canal Company is indeed 
making every effort to avert, or at any rate 
minimise, this danger by cutting a deviation, 
bat it is almost too much to hope that the 
fresh water canal will escape destruction at this 
point, though the work of repair will be mach 
more quickly accomplished than in the oase of 
the maritime canal, and it is ta hoped that 
should Port Said be deprived of fresh water it 
will only be for 9 short time, 

As regards the effect of the explosion on the 
ship canst, it ia impossible to estimate the 
extent of the damage. ‘The banks will be blown 
to pieces for a considerable distance and the 
cana! will, we imagine, be entirely blooked for 
‘gome three weeks at the least, This will involve 
the accamulation ef 150 vessels or more at 
either end of the canal, and the loss to trade 
can well be imagised, for not only will the 
shipping firms suffer, but those who are await- 
ing the arrival of cargoes. The mails must, of 
coured, be delayed for as short a time as pos- 
sible and we suppose that arrangements will be 
made, whereby they will be conveyed from 
Port Said to Suez, and vice-versa, by rail, and 
there re-shipped by other vessels at either end.

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CHRONIQUE FINANCIERE 
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THE ARMY AND ITS UNIFORM. 


Mr. J.H.M. Abbott, writing in the “Specta- 
tor” on “How it Strikes an Australian,” says 
that the English Army on a. peace footing 

seems to be maintained almost wholly with av 

idea of teaching the people ot: Eagland:that 
there really is sach a thing as the,“‘pomp and 
circumstance of war.” War is a mean business, 
to be got over as soon as may be—despite the 
old barbaric fascination of taking part in it— 
and it is all business. The modern soldier must 
have two essential attributes: hemust ahoot 
atraight, and he must endare, His courage, of 
course, is taken for granted ; and indeed itis a 
pleasant thing to believe that there are not 
many real cowards in the ranks of hamauity. 
Bat he must be able to take punishment, and 
he must be tolerably sure of killing his man at 
least five hundred yards away. 

The-aspect of the English Army in peaco 
conveys no suggestion of either of these abso- 
lately. necessary qualifications in the soldier, 
It rather gives the possible recraitan impres- 
sion that his first daty lies towards his cloth- 
ing. The system goes to unnecessary expense 
in making him into a theatrical person most 
usefal for ceremonial occasions, whilst it stints 
his pay, pares down his pension, and isniggard- 
ly with the practice ammunition which he 
needs in order to qualify asa good shot. But 
it makes him the glory of the housemaid, and 
the soldier of the nurse-girl’s ideals. And that 
seems to be the reason why it hopes he will 
enlist. 

It is hard to believe that the two metal-clad 
mounted men with the foolish uniforms who 
dwell in the little stone boxes in Whitehall, or 
the top-heavy redooats who mount guard 
outside Buckingham Palace, can appear other 
than absurd and anomalous to any one except 
children. Bat it is unfortunately the case, ono 
cannot help realising,that to the vast majority 
of Londoners, at any rate, they typify all that 
is soldierly, and all that is necessary for the 
security of the Empire. 

Aad itis this idea, infinitely more than the 
conservatism of the War Office, that retards 
the reformation of the British Army, and has 
caused it to become what from the quality of 
its material it should never be—a jast and a 
byword.

ROMAN VILLAGE DISCOVERED. 


Recent excavations at the Little Wellington 
Wood, near Watchfield, Berks, have revealed 
traces of an old Roman village. A well, fifteen 
feat in depth, containing many interesting 
pieces of pottery'and valuable coins, has been 
cleared of the earth which has for many cen- 
turies hidden all trace of what was, at the end 
of the third century, a source of water supply 
to many habitations. 

The coins, 24 of which have been found, aye 
mostly of the time of the Emperor Alectur. 
He had been a general of the Emperor Caran- 
sius, and on the strength of his position in 
Britain, then a very important province, had 
made good his claim to a share in the Empire. 
Allectus murdered Carausius, A. D. 298, and 
assamed the title of Emperor of Rome. 

After a struggle of three years against the 
General Constantias Chlorus, whom: Domitian 
had sent over from Rome, Allectus fell in battle 
A. D. 296. Constantias himself became Emperor 
eventually, and was succeeded by his son, 
Constaritine the Great, who accompanied him 
in this important British campaign. 


THE LADY AND THB TELEPHONE. 


The lady and the telephone have been so 
intimately connectéd in recent history that 
one hears with something of a pang of the 
threatened severance of the association in 
America, where the State of Pennsylvania 
is experimenting with “girlless telephone ex- 
changes.” Yet the regret is probably more 
sentimental than founded on reason. Tho 
girlfal telephone exchange has not, on the 
whole, been a complete success. The girl, 
as a vehicle of business, is subject to certain 
defects of temper and utterance which, in 
post-offices and tea-shops, are partly com- 
pensated for by her more decorative appear- 
ance—an asset which counts for nothing in 
the mysterious recesses of Gerrard and Central. 
The voice, after all, is not the most potent 
of feminine charms, and the exigencies of 
the telephone girl’s calling naturally induce 
@ shrillness which few persons since Shakes- 
peare have thonght an excellent thing in 
woman. Man, for his part, is at the disad- 
vantage that it is not easy to be chivalrous 
to a lady whom you cannot see, whose age 
and condition you do not .know,..and of 
whose character you can only guess, from 
varied experience, that she possesses a sense 
of humoar much beyond the feminine average.

In 
repose his face was stern, bat he was a master 
ot expression, and could compel his features to 
assume a look of bonhomie which was frequently ’, 
useful to him in his chats: with criminals, And 
he knew almost every criminal in France. He 
had lived their life, and knew their ways. 

He had been in‘his tims a mountebank, a 
lawyer's clerk, a plumber, and a aoldier ; he 
had been a wandering pedlar and a smuggler ; 
and though it was afterwards said, and legally 
proved, that he had been sentenced for a crime 
which he had not committed, Vidooq had

But “in consideration 
of his great merits and abilities,” the daughter 
of King James, when she had become the foun- 
tain of honor, made bim a peer, and one of 
the early acta of George I. was to raise him to 
the Barldom of Aylesford, in Kent. He bad 
acquited the Aylesford estates through hit 
wife, a City heiress, daughter of Sir John 
Banks, Bart. ; and these estates devolved, as 
did the title, from father to son, till 1882, 
when they were put up for sale under a ‘‘d's- 
entailing Act.” Some of the two or three thou- 
sand acres were not sold, but a sum of £80,000 
was realised. A large purchaser was the then 
Rarl of Romney, who paid £26,200 for the 
Boxley Abbey property of some 900 acrer, 
yalued at a thousand a year.
